Tt was naturally to 
‘Tokvo, then enfled Yero, the seat of the 
Shogun, that, Perry brought Ins demands 
for the opening of certain ports to inter- 
national commerce; and it is Tokyo, the 
fatural first port of call for ships com- 
mg from America, which has resporitled 
nore quickly than other cities to Western 
mhuences, 

Actange of low tmotnitiing, beyond which 
Fuji rises splendidly, divides the Kwanto, 
or enatern, plains trom: the more pictur 
ceque Kavansat, or westert, country.

The enormous grounds of the Akasaka 
Palace, unfortunately seldom open to the 
public, are as lovely as any park in the 
world, and, with. their hills and Inkes and 
woods, seem endlessly remeved from amy 
city, although actually in the heart of 
Tokyo.

SHISTO ART DOUDDHIST SHRINES 
EVERY WH ER 

Everywhere, in the most unexpected 
places, are shries tthe severe, undecorated 
shrines of the Shinto faith, which yeu ap- 
proach through torn, which ‘nll too ‘often 
stand at the top of back-breaking fights 
of stone steps; the more gaudy Buddhist 
shrines, where one gets a whiff of incense 
and catches, in the dark mtertors, the pieam 
et silver and gold. 

For a country where the people are riot 
particularly religious, it is-remarkable how 
eeldom one gets away from the outward 
and visible signs of religion. In every house 
there ts.a shrine for the worship of anees- 
torsor, mither, for communion with the 
spirits of the dead. This sense of conmmun- 
lon, almest of companionship, is far more 
teal among the Japancee than among r(Chris- 
tins, and is the phase of their religion 
which brings them closest to (Christianity, 

On the whole, Christian missionaries m 
Japan have dont a job of which we hove o 
right to be proud, a job the valuc of which 
the Japanese generally recognize. The 
schools originally set educational standards 
which assisted the Government im building 
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up its own wdmirible modern educational 
system, The Aoyama Gakuin, a sehnol 
largely run and supported by the Meth- 
odists, 1 1s f fine mstitutian, giving wood in- 
struction to hundreds of young Japanese. 

St. Paul's University, under the wise 
yuidance af that tnctful and inspiring man, 
Bishop Charles 5. Reifsnider, has pradu- 
ated some of the men most outstanding inh 
the life of the nition. I went there to the 
comnmencement exercises and lrstetvel to ar 
sildress in Japanese by Miro Inouye, Minis- 
ter of Finance—ain adilress which 1 could 
understand beeause the sp “ker wis ett- 
pluesizieige “pitblic service.”

Another impressive. ceremony, due to 
American penerosity, was the laying af the 
cornerstone of the erent new building of 
St. Luke's Initernutipna! Hospital in. ‘T'sti- 
kijt, one of the districts of Tokyo. Si. 
Luke's does an enormous work, as a thor- 
oughly upetoddite hospital, as a training 
center for nurses, as a mighty force in 
developing knowledge of modern pubilic- 
health methods, is-a research institution 
whith is increasing medical and surgical 
knowledge for the whole world, [ joak to 
ste St. Luke's eventually the medical cen- 
ter of the Fir East, 

There was much color in the ceremony, 
much formality, since an Imperial Prince 
and Primeces were guests, and at the same 
time the simplicity that comes from the 
sense that something of real importance 
was taking place.

Possibly iteouldn't stand the 
sanitary perfection, the scnipulows cleanil- 
mess. aml the torrential swabhings that 
keep the place as tidy as a new pin for the 
humdreds af tons of fish that arrive daily, 
both by tram and boat. ‘There was nothing 
left to swearat or about. 

Atuny rate, despite the modernity an 
the disappearance of the celebrated linge 
and sone of the picturesque characters whip 
spoke it, not all traces of the old days are 
obliterated, For «ne thing, if you will ga 
through the market and down onto the 
landing stages, you will see one of the curi- 
ous Dutch eel boats moored at the anchor- 
age nota hundred yards away (see py. 1G8). 

It isn choice bit taken ticht out of the 
17th century, 30 that you rub vour eves to 
set Whether you are really awake or cream- 
ing, There it les, snub-nosed, witha prow 
blub-cheeked exactly like one of Grinting 
Gibbons’s cherubs, the gunwale curved 
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backward with an aspect half deprecating, 
half supercilious. The hull is painted black, 
or white, or green, or blue, and its singie, 
sturdy mimst sticks tp with an air of non-

One or another of these eel oats, called 
schuvis (pronounced scouts), has been 


moored at Gillingseate anchorage ever since 


the time of Charles 1. One or another af 
then must alwavs be tnoored there to re- 
tain the chatter rights of the Ditch eel 
fishers t sell their catch in Londen, Li 
you watch the lower river traffic, you will 
new and again see one of these schuyts

The cel boat is a symbol and a link with 
the past. It links us with the old Billings 
Hate when it was made a “free market” for 
the sale of all kinds of fish, “That was in

It takes us back to the time when it was 
ordered that salt, oranges, onions.and other 
foreign produce should be landed at Bil 
lingseute. Tt takes os still farther hack on 
the strenm of memory, to the time whet 
every great ship anchored there paid 2d, 
for “stancage” ancleyery littl: ship with 
“ore locks” a penny. ‘That was in the time 
of the Thre Edward. 

lt remines tts that there was certainiyea 
market on the spot before r2g7, and how 
long before that it would be hard to say— 
possihly as early as ror, when we know 
that tolls were paid at Billingsgate, or pos- 
sthlyas early as the days of King Peli, the 
fabled tuilder of Billingsvate, or Belin's 
Gate.

This ancient hosyital—hespital in the 


cold English sense of Jiome, and not neces- 


sarily a place for the care ot sick folk-—is 
net at all like the sort of establishment 
that acitichmcs comes to mind when an 
“old: sailors’ home” is mentioned. It is 
not a place where superamnmated and oc- 
tasionally crotchety seamen are quartered 
ether at the expense of their tdivid- 
unlit ty, regarded hy their guardians more 
as “numbers g, £1,125," ot the like, thim as 
persone > there 1s tone of the arid ptmnos~ 
phere of mechanical institutionalism, in- 
tolerant of cherished personal foibles: 

To begin with, the two long, low rows of 
brick buildings that face each other from 
apposite siles of a well-kept green are 
divided. wp into ‘little: separate dwellings:
